When our forefathers settled upon 
the lands in Pennsylvania there were

hunting, 
game, or fishing laws. 
All these belong 
to the citizens of 
the com m onw ealth. 
They constituted 
the rights and purposes of the own­ 
ers of the soil. 
How 
shamefully 
and 
unconstitu­ 
tionally these rights have been en­ 
croached upon! All these laws phas­ 
ed within our time restrict the liber­ 
ty, freedom anti independence of the 
people. 
All the 
fines, licenses 
anti 
penalties, to the amount of four or 
five thousand dollars a year. g o just 
for the support and maintenance of 
political henchmen, employed by cer­ 
tain 
bureaus, 
We 
remember 
the 
time when we could hunt, fish and 
trap at will without leave,^license or 
pestiferous excuses. 
Today all this 
freedom has been removed by 
law­ 
makers of little brains. We say thu%t 
every American citizen 
who loves 
liberty 
and 
despises 
oppression 
should rise up ami have all such ob­ 
noxious 
and 
unconstitutional laws 
repealed, 
it is an 
infernal shame 
to have on our statute books 
such 
obnoxious and oppressive laws. Per 
fid iou* laws that we have today only 
show what poor knowledge our law­ 
makers possess. 
Fifty years ago we 
sold one hundred o r more m uskrats 
each season. 
In the sum m er seasons 
the 
faiTiiers who had corn near the 
stream s 
would give us 
five centi* 
each to sh*>ot rats <leetToying their 
corn, 
There 
was 
no law 
for v ar­ 
ments 
those days. 
In this day of 
ignorance no m uskrat may be shot; 
it must Im* trapped. The trapp er mu.- t 
have his name plate on his trap. And 
so it is 
with the skunk and all fur- 
bearing varments. 
What right ha> 
the law to say how I am to kill any 
varm ent ? I have no right to take a 
squirrel 
or any 
varment for a pet. 
It must be taken with a 
gun tired 
-iro n y th# shoulder . 
J-would not kill 
a squirrel 
for any m an’s thousand 
dollar* in gold. 
So you see I 
can­ 
not nave a pet squirrel, but can kill 
the little pets. 
Fifty years ago we had a build­ 
ing in which were hollow trees and 
nuts* by the barrel. 
We hid six pet 
squirrels educated. 
They brought a 
hammer ami hard nuts to the stone 
where we avould 
crack* 
each 
nut. 


I here wery hundreds of people who 
brought their children 
out 
to 
the 
country to see the pets. 
Many are liv­ 
ing today to testify to these facts. 
But some sm art lawmaker passed a 
law that no one could take a squir­ 
rel except by a gun fired from the 
shoulder. 
Receiving notice from the 
state authorities, we set these pets 
free. 
For weeks they ran afte r us 
end cried like children. 
Many ri ghts 
we shed tears for our pets, but at last 
they strayed away to farm houses 
ami reached the dinner pot. 
It is 
same way 
with 
the skunk, mink, 
coons and opossums. 
You must kill 
them at a certain time and in a cer­ 
tain manner. 
All law* should 
Ire 
to 
establish 
peace, 
brinpi happiness 
and 
create 
contentment, and not to restrain citi­ 
zens unreasonably in their freedom 
cf action as regards fishing, hunting 
and trapping. 
All such laws should 
be discarded as unnecessary. 
They 
cause a fe e in g of discontent, dissatis­ 
faction and unrest which tend to cre­ 
ate bolshevism. 
Then wa* have the 
licenses to contend with for hunting 
and fishing, and for trapping before 
long. 
So these laws all restrict the 
liberty, freedom and independence of 
our people, as regards fishing, hunt­ 
ing and taking fur-bearing varments. 
Let the state give t h e , people who 
inherited the game and fish. by p u r­ 
chase of the land and stream s, the 
freedom to hunt, fish and frat) at w jl 
without leave or license from pestif­ 
erous official*.
